Federal Official Dlscuises Efficacy of 


Measures Used In IFightlng

address before the Baptist Brother- 
hood that complete extermination,' of 
all animals infected is the only sure 
way of stamping'out the germ w'h'ich 
is supposed to be responsible for the 
scourge.

steps, ordering 
the 
slaughter of all animals

farms 
where the disease is found without 
salvage of any kind in the way of 
hides, pelts or soap greases, is not 
for me to say or attempt to explain," I 


A Nervous Wreck 


said Dr. Wright. "We know, how- 
ever, that the plague does not exist 
in this condition under normal con- 
ditions, but has been brought here 
by various means from foreign coun- 
tries. 
By the eradication and com- 
plete destruction of the germ wo can 
free the United States of the scourge 
which, if unchecked, will cause stock- 
men untold losses, while the infection 
would spread until it would be im- 
possible 
to stainp it out with the 
methods of fighting that are known 
at present. 
"The disease is common in Europe 
and in the Philippine Islands, where 
it prevails among the native herds to 
a greater or less degree. 
In these 
countries no drastic steps have been 
taken 
to .exterminate the 
disease 
germs, and as a result it has spread 
to an enormous extent. 
The disease 
is not necessarily fatal to the strick- 
en animal, but after one epidemic an- 
other is likely to follow, as animals 
are never immune after once suffer- 
ing with it. The plague weakens the 
mortality and strength of the heard 
at an^alarming rate." 
Dr. Wright explained the symptoms 
of the disease and the rapidity with 
which contagion 
spreads. 
He said 
that the government faces the most 
difficult problem of eradication in the 
states of Michigan and Illinois, where 
it has a bad start and where trouble 
is experienced in quarantine. 
Dr. A. A. Leme'ry of Kansas City 
and Dr. C. P. Snyder of St. Louis, two 
other government agents here in con- 
nection with the epidemic, also spoke 
briefly. 


J. B. Humphrey was leader for the 
evening. There were about a hundred 
persons present, including a number 
of physicians and farmers, who were 
especially interested to hear what the 
experts had to say. Dr. E. E. Loomis 
of this city spoke briefly on the dan- 
ger of human beiiigs 
becoming in- 
fected with the disease.

Berlin, Nov. 18.—"War marriages" 
will materially increase the number 
of marriages for 
Berlin 
this 
year. 
When the war broke 'out many offi- 
cers and in some cases privates of 
the reserve' and landwebr decided to 
marry on the eve of their departure 
for the front-, with the result that 
August 1914. shows a total of marri- 
ages for Berlin of 5793 as 
against 
1309 for the same month of last year. 
In the mobilization week, August 2-S, 
3941 
marriage contracts were made, 


of which the largest number was dui. 
•to 
the'. outbreak 
of the war. The 
first seven months . of 1914 showed 
11,620 marriages as against 11,620 in 
•1913, 


It is believed here that the number 


of marriages,in- Berlin due to the war 
' 
not far blow 4,500. Some of them 
had been -planned for the autumn and 
winter 
seasons, and it is expected 


that-for tins reason the average for 
these months will fall below normal. 
This has already been demonstrated 
September, in 
marriages took 
place as against 1,832 in September 
1313. For. 1914, up to and'including 
Seternber,

Four Hundred Miles of Puget Sound 


System to be Electrified—Big- 


gest Venture of its Kind. 


According 
to 
the 
latest 
report 
originating in Chicago, the Chicago, 
Milwaukee 
and 
St. 
Paul railway 
company will electrify 400 miles of 
right of way in the next four years 
and consequently spend some $13,- 
000.000 in ' the electrification work. 
Work, it is said, will be started on 
the now Puget Sound route. 
The 
entire section to be thus improved is 
in the Rockies and near the seats of 
the great electric power houses of 
the country. 
A preliminary expenditure of $2,- 
000,000 has already been made with 
the General Electric company which 
involves a contract for supplies to be 
used first. 
This is the greatest electrification 
undertaking up to the present time, 
either in America or in any other 
country. It is the most progressive 
step, yet taken forward general elec- 
trification, by any American railroad, 
and 
undoubtedly 
fcreshado_ws 
the 
electrification of the entire line from 
Harlowton 
to 
the 
Pacific coast, a 
main line distance of SG5 miles, in- 
cluding the line to Tacoma. 
It is proposed to haul freight trains 
or 2.F>00 tons at 
a speed 
cf 
from 
fifteen to eighteen miles an hour and 
passenger trains at a speed of from 
twenty-five to thirty miles an hour on 
a 2 per cent incline. Contracts with 
the General Electric company call 
for a powerful, 
especially designed 
electric 
locomotive 
for 
developing 
this 
speed, 
ascending 
maximum 
grades. 
The proposed electrification cross- 
es three separate mountain ranges, 
Bitter Roots, the Rock mountains, 
and the Belt mountains, all within 
the territory known as the Continent- 
al 
divide, 
with many 
miles of 
three-tenths and six-tenths per cent 
gradients between the ranges. The 
line at the summit of the Bitter Roots 
reaches an elevation of 4.170 feet, the 
Rockies 6,322 feet, and the Belts 
5,788 feet. Companies perform these 
services. Plants will be erected at 
several points, along 
the line. 
In 
time there eventually will 
be 
de- 
veloped a tremendous reservoir 
of 
electrical energy at Great Falls from 
which may be drawn any amount of 
power to operate the railway. 
All 
passengers, 
freight, 
helping, 
and 
switchine 
service will be per- 
formed by electrical locomotives. The 
electrical systems will be safer, clean- 
er, more regular, and will add con- 
siderably to our speed records. 
The electrical engines that wi'l be 
claced en the Puget sound lines can 
he relied upon to make from 200 to 
300 miles at. the outset without In- 
spection, and .as there will be no de- 
lays 'on the road 
for 
coal, 
water, 
cleaning fires, or waiting 
for steam. 
The tonnage 
will be handled 
with 
fewer engines, with better advantage 
to Uie shipper because of the speed, 
and to the passenger because of the 
elimination 
of 
the 
annoyances of 
steam travel. 
Electric motors are sa»fer than the 
steam encines on the steep grades 
because they brake thoms'ves auto- 
maticallv and make the nse of air 
brakes unnecessary except in emer- 
gencies'.

City Council Votes to Continue South 
Third Street Project Without Fur- 


th.tr Delay. 


On the order of the 
city council, 


City Attorney W. H. Dougherty, was 
directed to dismiss the appeal, filed 
in the county court, relative to the 
decision rendered In the South Third 
street extension case as the city com- 
mission has decided 
to accept 
the 


purchase price of the Kreuger prop- 
erty and reassess the land fpr bene- 
fits and damages. 
This action svas 
tal;en yesterday by the commission 
at their weekly meeting held in the 
afternoon. 
This step will mean that the city 
will pay a total of $797.52, of which 
amount SoOO is for the Kreuger estate 
and the remainder $197.52 for the 
Plowright property, the two 
pieces 
necessary for the extension. At an 
early date the board of public works 
will reassess the benefits and 
dam- 
ages to property affected by the im- 
provement and a new schedule which 
will be made out at the 
increased 
rate. 
The city's share will amount 
to over a hundred dollars. 
The attitude of the councilmen ex- 
pressed of late was that the project 
was not worth the price, and until 
the petition oE the 
interested prop- 
erty owners was received, asking for 
the continuance of the 
work, 
they 
were considering the advisability of 
dropping the work or appealing as- 
sessment 
controversy to a 
higher 
court. Because the majority of prop- 
erty owners asked for the extension 
through-the petition, the commission 
by their action, will raise the assess- 
ments and have the street extended 
during the coming spring.
